1 Along hard climb for the UFW

On July 22, 1974, over 500 
tomato workers in the 
Stockton area walked off their 
jobs when they found that they 
were to be paid by the hour 
rather than by the piece. This 
walkout ignited the long 
simmering struggle for 
unionization in the tomato 
fields. The Sacramento delta, 
from Stockton to the Davis 
Winters region is the world’s 
largest tomato growing area. 
The Stockton area alone has 
more than thirty canneries 
that employ over 50,000 
workers. Estimates of the 
number of workers needed to 
harvest the tomatoes in the 
Davis region range from 4,000 
to 6,000. 

Members of the United 
Farmworkers Union (AFL- 
CIO) have been organizing 
workers into their union for 
over two years. Once the 
Stockton strike began, the 
workers turned to the UF W for 
aid and for support. The 
demands of the strikers 


changed from the single issue 
of methods of payment, to the 
demand for union recognition 
and a union contract. that 
would protect the workers in 
this and in future seasons. 


UFWA leaders Manual 

Chavez and Ceasar Chavez, 
among others, came to pledge 
their support and the support 
of the union to the sinke 

The Stockton stnke was 
met with a great deal of 
violence, largely from private 
“protection” agencies hired 
by the growers. For example 
on July 30, grower agent Gene 
Brown drove a pickup truck 
through a group of pickets hit- 
ting and injuring Ray Barber. 
The rest of the pickets were 
forced to scatter into the fields 
to avoid being hit. There 
“protection agency’ guards 
made citizens arrests on the 
strikers for trespassing. 
Witnesses on the scene allege 
that several stnkers were 
clubbed. A UFWA attorney 
then tried to make a citizen's 
arrest of the truck driver, but 
the San Joaquin Sheriff's 
deputies, who witnessed tthe 
entire incident, refused to act 
against him. 

The Stockton area strike 
interrupted the harvest and 
brought the need for elections 
and the charges of the use of 
illegal aliens to break strikes 
to the awareness. of many 
local people. Spurred on by 
this latest strike, the struggie 
to pass a law granting free 


elections continued in the 
Statte Assembly. AB 3370, the 
only bill that had a chance of 
passage, was killed by a 
parliamentary manuever in 
the State Senate in no small 
part due to the intense lob 
bying of the Teamsters Union 
and the Western 
Tomato Growers Association 

August saw a shift from 
the picking of fresh tomatoes 
in the Stockton. area to the 
machine picking of tomatoes 
ior the canneries both in.the 
Stockton are and in the 
Woodland-Davis region. 
Workers living in the labor 
camps around Davis are 
unusually angry this year. 
They have found their jobs 
taken from them by illega) 
aliens and by _ high-school 
students. Even those who 
could find work were often 
unable to earn enough to feed 
the rest of the family. Having 
worked with UF W organizers 
for over two yerrs, the 
workers prepared to strike to 
back up their demand for 
union recognition and a union 
contract 

On Monday September 3, 
the Teamsters Union set upin- 
formational picket lines at a 
series of farms along

A majority of the adult 
residents of Tinian have 
signed petitions opposing 
Pangelinian as the negotiator, 
and are resisting the proposed 
acquisition by the United 
States However U.S 
negotiators have ignored the

(ZNS) Greek political ex- 
pert Stanley Sheinbaum 
predicts that the UnitedStates 
will use the CIA to topple the 
current Greek government if 
reece stands by its threat to 
pull out of NATO. 

Sheinbaum, an economist 
and chairman of the ACLU 
Foundation in Southern 
California, returned last 
month from a trip to Greece. 

He says that Greek 
Premier Constantin 
Caramanlis is serious about 
his announcements to 
withdraw Greece from the 
NATO alliance—but that 
Secretary of State Henry Kis- 
singer doesn't believe the 
Greek government will follow 
through with its threat. 

Sheinbaum says that “The 
U.S. will move against 
Caramanlis at the time it 
becomes clear to Henry Kis 
singer that Caraminlis really 
means it about staying out of 
NATO.”'

This semester over 2000 
students were  disenrolled 
because they failed to pay 
their registration fees 
Bec unse of this, registrarTom 
Edwards has appointed a 
speci! registrar's tusk force 
to come up with ideas to 
prevent such a massive disen- 
rollment from occurring 
aguin. The task force is made 
up of representatives trom 
various sectors of the ad- 
ministration and is currently 
considcring several alter 
natives to the present system 

Currently, students request 
their classes in advance and 
pay their tees at a future date 
Edwards says this policy 
makes it possible for a person 
to hold space in a class before 
ne has payed his fee. This 
might prevent students who 
are able to pay, from entenng 
a particular class. So a 
proposal has been made to re- 
quire that all fees be paid in 
advance of registration. This 
policy has been used 
successiully at Cal State San 
Francisco and Cal State Long 
Beach. If this pian is adopted, 
fees for the Spring semester 
would be paid around mid- 
December 

Paul Murray, chairman of 
the government department, 
is Opposed to such an idea 
because the payment deadline 
would fall at the height of the 
Christmas season.

roliment at the University at 
19.714 students for the fall 
semester Unrversity officials 
anncunced today. This figure 
exceeds the 19,500 students 
originally anticipated by the 
university 

The enrollment 
represented a_ fulltime 
equivalent ‘“‘student body’ 
figure of 15,542, an accounting 
tigure used by the California 
State University and College 
System to budget funds for its 
19 campuses. A _ fulltime 
equivalent student is 
calculated by dividing the 
total number of units signed 
up for by the tigure 15, whichis 
considered to be a fulltime 
student academic load. The 
estimated FTE figure tor fall 
had been set earlier at 15,600. 

James G. Bond, president 
ol the University, said that 
several factors might have 
been responsible for the last 
minute registration by sucha 
large number of students. 

“It might have been our 
new academic time table," he 
said, ‘We opened classes this 
year on September 5 in order 
to complete the semester 
belore Christmas recess. Or- 
dinarily we start inthe third or 


or fourth week of September 
jhis may have thrown the 
calculations of perspective 
students off a bit 
We are also convinced 
that the ready availability of 
idmission to colleges and 
universities by sttudentts has 
permitted them to defer mak 
ing the decision about the 
school of their choice until late 
in the summer-even to the 
last minute.’ Bond continued. 
“If you add to. these 
reasons the general siump in 
the economic conditions of the 
country and the fact that 
many students were away 
from the city for summer jobs

So Wright's party was stuck 
in the most expensive hotel in 
Greece for what became two 
weeks although they had 
originally planned to stay just 
two nights. Just before 
Wright's wallet would have 
succumbed to starvation, the 
Hellenic Olympic Committee 
agreed to foot the hotel bill 

Food was in short supply 
with evervthing shut down, so 
the hotel which usually 
offered several choices tor 
dinner, soon narrowed tt down 
to one. “In fact one night 
Wright recalled”’we had 
spaghetti. I thought it was sort 
of funny—to be served 
spaghetti at the most famous 
hotel in Greece. But some of 

the other guests. like the ones 
with $100 a night suites, were 
pretty upset.” 

Immediately alter arriving 
in Greece. President 
Caramanlis converted the 
fifth floor of the Hotel Grande 
Bretange into the provisional! 
headquarters for the tirst 
democratic government 
Greece had seen inoyer seven 
vears ot harsh. authoritarnan 
rule. (Ironically, the hotel also 
served as Nazi headquarters 
during World Il.) Caramanlis 
and his advisers were 
periodically in and out of the 
hotel which was swarming 
with police protection. “All 
the firepower around the hotel 
Was Irritating mused 
Wright.

Highway 113. Farmworkers 
crossed these lines and went to 
work. The Teamsters, who 
claim to have between 700 and 
1.000 cards trom tarmworkers 
authorizing the Teamsters to 
be the hargaining agents 
then explained that they did 
not want the workers to 
stmke. They hoped to stop 
truckers trom hauling 
tomatoes to the canneries 
Such a. stoppage they 
reasoned. would force the 
grower to bargain with the 
Teamsters Union 

During this week the 
Teamsters have been able to 
“apply some pressure against 
truckers who are 
Teamsters (about 25 percent 
of the total). On Thursday. 
Sept. 5, a US District Judge in 
Woodland issued 4 temporary 
restraining order restraining 
the Teamsters trom picketing 
the Panella truck firm in 
Woodland because their ac 
tion was an illegal secondary

Farmworker — supporters

Drive are named after celeb 
rities who have planted 
them—inciuding President 
Franklin Roosevelt, Babe

In 1952, when Nixon was a 
senutor, he and his wife, Pat, 
each planted a tree during a 
visit to Hawaii. The original 
‘Senator Nixon’’ tree was 
swept away by a tidal wave 
but it wus later replanted by 
Hawaiian officials. 

Inrecent months, however, 
the trees have been uprooted 
by vandals while all other 
trees on the drive remained 
untouched Hawaiian 
authorities hope the absence 
of the Nixon name will permit 
the poor shrubs to grow in 
peuce 


Schizophrenic equality 


(ZNS) A team of doctors 
from the Washington Univer- 
sity School of Medicine are 
challenging the notion that 
persons born under the signs 
ot Capricorn, Aquanus or 
Pisces are crazier than other 
people 

It all started when the 
British Journal of Psychiatry 
reported last spring that 
British researchers had dis- 
covered a correlation between 
mental illness and the month 
in which a person was born 
According to the pres- 


tigious journal. people born 
under the sign of Capricorn, 
Aquarius or Pisces were nine 
percent more likely to be 
schizophrenics or manic 
depressives 

The Washington University 
researchers decided to test 
this hypothesis, and caretulls 
studied 500 subjects born 
under all signs. They con- 
cluded that. despite what the 
British journal says, mental 
illness is randomly distributed 
throughout all the signs of the 
Zodiac
